Clot in Lunq Threatens Nixon

LONG BEACH. Calif. (UPI) - Former 
President Nixon’s phlebitis has spread 
from his left leg to a dime-sized blood clot 
in his right lung which will require exten­ 
ding his hospital stay, his physician said 
Wednesday. 
Dr. John Lungren said the embolism in 
the lung was “ a potentially dangerous 
situation but not critical at this time.” 
Nixon is under court order to appear as 
both a prosecution and defense witness at 
the Watergate coverup trial set to start 
- Oct. 
1. 
The latest medical bulletin 
indicated he would not be there at least 
for the opening days. 
Lungren revealed the complications at

a special newrs conference at Long Beach 
Memorial Hospital where Nixon was 
admitted Monday for treatment of blood 
clots which had formed below and above 
the knee of his left leg. 
The former chief executive suffered no 
pain from the new clot, Lungren said. He 
said it was a “silent embolism” which 
had no surface manifestation. Lungren 
said it was “about the size of a dime” and 
was discovered through use of a lung 
scanner. 
“Naturally this means the hospital 
stay will be extended,” Lungren said. 
When Nixon entered the hospital Mon­ 
day, former Presidential aide Ronald 


Ziegler said he would be there about a 
week. Lungren said Wednesday the for­ 
mer President probably would remain at 
least until the middle or end of next 
week. 
Nixon has received two subpoenas 
ordering him to appear as a witness at 
the Watergate coverup trial of John 
Ehrlichman, H.R. Haldeman, John Mit­ 
chell and three other aides which is 
scheduled to start next Tuesday. 
Former White House physician Dr. 
Walter Tkach, who examined Nixon 
along with Lungren in San Clemente 12 
days ago, said that the former President 
at that time refused hospitalization and 


remarked: 
“If I go into the hospital I’ll never come 
out alive.” 
Lungren was asked Wednesday about 
Nixon’s mood now. 
“It is rem arkable for what he is going 
through, Lungren said. 
The doctor said Nixon is being treated 
in two ways — with oral and intravenous 
anticoagulant and with an intravenous 
“heparin” drip, another chemical used 
in 
combatting 
thrombosis 
and 
embolism. 
Lungren said tests would also continue 
to determine the original cause of the

Shapp,Scott Propose 
'Fuel Stamp' Program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Senate GOP Leader Hugh 
Scott and Pennsylvania Gov. 
Milton Shapp proposed to 
Congress Wednesday cre­ 
ation of a “fuel stamp” 
program — sim ilar to food 
stamps — to subsidize poor 
persons burdened with high 
home heating costs. 
Shapp made his proposal 
before a Senate subcommit­ 
tee studying the effects of 
high energy costs on persons 
with fixed incomes. Scott 
commented it was “worthy 
of consideration” but later 
issued a statem ent declaring

Senate Shelves Foreign Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate Wednesday 
shelved the foreign aid bill, at least temporarily, at the 
request of Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger lest 
attacks on it by members seeking to restrict aid to 
several areas upset delicate negotiations now under 
way. 
The $2.5 billion bill was the pending business in the 
Senate, but intensive debate on it had not yet begun. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield told 
reporters that “action has been delayed but it 
definitely has not been laid aside. 
Sen. 
Frank 
Church. D-Idaho, confirmed that 
Kissinger made the request and called it an “end run” 
to prevent passage of a sharply reduced measure with 
restrictions on foreign aid. 
Church is the sponsor of one such amendment. He an­ 
nounced in a Senate speech Wednesday that the United 
States should cut off all aid to oil exporting countries 
unless they cut their prices. 
He told reporters the delay had been requested 
because “ it seems we are at a delicate stage of 
'negotiations with several countries 
A three-week delay would bring the issue before 


Congress just before the election recess and possibly 
result in no action until late November or December. 
Some m em bers believe the administration would 
prefer to have no bill passed at all. In that case1, aid 
spending would continue at approximately current 
levels by resolution, with no new restrictions imposed. 
President Ford summoned Senate leaders to the 
White House 
Thursday to talk about the bill, 
presumably in hopes of heading off the growing de­ 
mands for strings on any future aid for Turkey or the 
oil producing countries. 
The House voted Tuesday, as an amendment to 
another bill, a proposal to cut off aid to Turkey until its 
military forces are withdrawn from Cyprus, and the 
House Foreign Affairs C o m m i t t e e approved only 
slightly less restrictive language Wednesday as an 
amendment to its version of the foreign aid bill. 
The State D e p a r t m e n t promptly issued a 
statement saying that such restrictions would be 
“counter-productive to our effort to contribute to a just 
solution of the Cyprus problem” 
Church took the Senate floor to propose that the U.S.

Doctor Suggests Sexual Activity 
As Suicide Deterrent Among Aged 


B A L T I M O R E 
(A P i— Sex ual 
activity 
among the elderly may be a 
deterrent to suicide, accor­ 
ding to a theory presented by 
a University of Maryland 
geriatrics specialist. 
Dr. 
Daniel 
Levitón, 
associate professor of the 
school's Health Education 
Department, 
told a con­ 
ference on sexuality .and ag­ 
ing that “ where sexuality 
among the aged is strong, 
the desire for death, with 
special reference to suicide, 
is weak.” 
Levitón 
cited 
figures 
showing that the stresses, of 
old age caused the incidents 
of suicide to peak between 
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the ages of 54 and 65. The 
suicide rate for elderly men 
is about three times above 
that for elderly women, but 
the women make more sui­ 
cide attempts, he said. 
Levitón 
also 
suggested 
that elderly persons undergo 
therapy and counseling or be 
exposed 
to 
pornographic 
films and massage parlors 
as a means of restoring 
sexual desire. 
“Sex 
films. 
obscene 
literature and prostitution 
should be available to older 
people,” Levitón said, and 
could help “to legitimize 
sexuality 
in 
adult, 
populations 
regardless of 
age.”

Kennedy brothers — Sen 
Edward M. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts — lingered 
anywhere near the playing 
field, old hands in the party 
were convinced he could put 
together enough support 
from big-city organizations 
and younger and more 
radical elements to win the 
nomination 
But opinion polls showed 
that the specter of Chap- 
paquiddick. 'and the tem­ 
pestuous emotions that 
tagged alongside any Ken­ 
nedy campaign, could make 
him an underdog against 
President Ford.

“thrombophlebitis." 
The doctor described the new develop­ 
ment as “ an embolism in tjie lateral sur­ 
face of the right lung." He said the clot 
had moved from the left leg.

following consultation with Dr. Earl K. 
Dore, head of the department of nuclear 
medicine at the hospital. The lung scan­ 
ner is one of the new techniques of 
nuclear medicine procedure. 
Speaking 
informally 
with 
the 
newsmen, Lungren briefly reviewed the 
history of Nixon's phlebitis which was 
first made public during his trip to the 
Middle East when he was seen to be lim­ 
ping noticeably. 
Lungren said that when he examined 
Nixon at Palm Springs he found that a 
clot had developed above the knee as well 
as below and that the left thigh had begun 
to swell. 
The doctor said that at the time he 
suggested the use of anticoagulants but 
told Nixon he would not risk that treat­ 
ment without hospitalization. 
Lungren said it was too early to predict 
what response Nixon would have to th^ 
current treatment. 
“The primary risk is breaking of a

Borough's CATV Ordinance 
To Be Reviewed in Capital 


By JOSEPH DOUGHERTY 
Mercury Staff Writer 
A proposed ordinance set­ 
ting up procedures for Pott- 
stown Borough Council to 
award a franchise for a com­ 
munity television antenna 
system (CATV), nearly a 
year in preparation, will be 
sent to Washington Friday. 
P o t t s t o w n 
Borough 
Solicitor Ronald H. Reyner. 
who drafted the document, 
said it is being sent to a 
non-profit organization in 
th e 
n a t i o n ’s 
capital 
a s s o c i a t e d , with the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 
“ The agency, which 
specializes in guarding com­ 
munities against any form of 
exploitation when they 
aw^ard the valuable fran­ 
chises,” said Reynier, will 
review our ordinance and 
make recommendations. 
“When we get the recom­ 
mendations we will incor­ 
porate them into the 
ordinance and give it to 
borough council for adop­ 
tion.” 
FEDERAL RULES 
Reynier said the unusual 
move to have a borough 
ordinance 
reviewed by 
experts before passage is 
because of the complexities 
of federal regulations in the 
CATV industrv. 


“ We had the draft ordinan­ 
ce prepared months ago,” 
said the borough solicitor. 
“ Then the government 
c h a n g e d 
m ost of the 
regulations and we had to 
scrap our draft copy and 
start over.” 
He noted the time required 
to write a proposed ordinan­ 
ce which conforms to each of 
the federal regulations con­ 
tained in a manual more 
than 5 inches thick was “fan­ 
tastic.” 
“There are many areas 
wrhere, if an ordinance isn’t 
tightly written, the borough 
and its residents could lose 
b e n e f i t s 
the y 
might 
ordinarily be entitled to 
under a CATV program.” 
Reynier added. 
“We think we’ve covered 
all of the bases as far as the 
federal guidelines are con­ 
cerned,” Reynier explained, 
“ but 
th e 
Washington 
organization does nothing 
but deal with them on a con­ 
tinuing basis and we thought 
it best to submit the ordinan­ 
ce for review.” 
Reynier explained council, 
under the ordinance, would 
grant a franchise for CATV’ 
“to the highest bidder.” 
MANY FACTORS 
He noted a number of fac­ 
tors would be considered in 


the proposals submitted by 
CATV firm, including the 
number of hours to be 
devoted to television on a 
community channel. 
Federal rules require the 
maintenance of one channel 
of a community antenna for 
items of public interest, such 
as 
co u nc il 
meetings, 
meetings of the school board 
and hearings by the zoning 
board. 
Other items which could 
be screened would be foot­ 
ball or basketball games 
involving area high schools. 
The regulations also 
require the franchise holder 
to provide access to the 
channel 
by any group 
wishing it and to provide the 
ca m er as 
and technical 
assistance necessary to the 
screening. 
“ The number of hours 
d ev o t ed 
to 
this type 
television,” said Reynier, 
“is an important equasion. 
“We want as many hours a 
week as possible but at the 
same time we can't insist on 
so many hours it would 
cause the CATV firm to 
operate at a loss. 


“Then there's the matter 
of .public facilities. How 
many free connections of the 
CATV wires is the bidder 


willing to provide the com­ 
munity? 
“ And how- much of a per­ 
centage of gross is the bid­ 
der willing to return to the 
borough each year? 


SPELLEDOUT 
“ These items must be 
spelled out in the ordinance, 
and it is a highly technical 
thing. That’s why we wanted 
a professional review .” 


Reynier said he has no 
idea how long it would take 
for the review and receipt of 
recommendations from the 
Washington firm. 


An annual payment to the 
community issuing the fran­ 
chise is standard practice by 
CATV firms and this is 
almost the only difference 
between them and Bell 
Telephone Co. 


The telephone company 
provides phone service on an 
optional basis. 
So do CATV firms. 
They both charge an 
installation fee and monthly 
rental for use of their wires 
and in many cases they are 
strung on the same poles. 


In previous talks with 
borough officials, represen­ 
tatives of CATV firms 
indicated the monthly rental 
in Pottstown would be $6.

Last week Gazzillo said a 
trace of the calls made by 
Bell Telephone Co. showed 
they allegedly came from 
the telephone at 238 Bridge 
St. 
The telephone was listed 
under the name of Joseph 
Koch, so the summons was 
sent. 
But authorities were told, 
after it was received, the 


man named in the summons 
as the defendant would 
never appear to answer the 
charges. He died six years 
ago. 
Mr. Koch’s daughter, 
Elizabeth, who lives at the 
Bridge Street address with 
her four sons, informed The 
Mercury the telephone 
always was in her father’s 
name. “When he died I 
never bothered to have the 
listing changed.

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Economic Summit May Result in Tax Cuts 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The direction signs to 
President Ford’s economic 
summit this weekend point 
to a new program of 
m o d e ra tio n th a t may 
include some tax cuts for 
persons with low incomes. 
L . W 111 i a m S iedm an, 
organizer of the sessions, 
said such reductions — 
aimed at easing the burden 
of inflation for those in lower 
brackets — are definitely 
among the options the new- 
adm inistration will con­ 
sider. 
Siedman said that among 
th e p o s s ib ilitie s for 
i m p l e m e n t i n g t he 
specialized cuts would be a 
reduced rate of Social 
Security withholding at 
limited income levels. 
Otto Eckstein, a Harvard 
economics professor and for- 
m e rly a m e m b er of 
President Johnson's Council 
of Economic Advisers, said 
tax cuts could be combined 
with tax incentives for new 
in v estm en t capital for 
business. 
“ I think the case is 
building for a balanced tax 
change with some moderate 
income tax cuts and some 
incentive for capital for­ 
mulation — with at least 
some or all of the money 
being retrieved out of an 
energy tax and some 
loophole closing," he said in 
.a telephone interview. 
Eckstein, who was a par­ 
ticipant at two of President 
F o rd 's 10 pre-sum m it 
m eetin gs, said such a 
program would be a "net 
plus" for the economy. 
Aside from the possibility 
of tax changes, however, 
there is little prospect of 
anything startlingly new in 
the wake of the economic 
summit. wrhich will be held 
at a W ashington hotel 
Friday and Saturday. 
Ford will preside over the 
sessions both days.

D-S.D., said Wednesday he 
thought the tent showr idea 
"almost incomprehensible" 
and that more effort should 
be spent on helping farmers 
and reducing middleman 
food profits. 
"Instead of ‘Dr. Butz's 
Traveling Medicine Show’ 


rolling through the coun­ 
tryside 
peddling 
verbal 
massage oil to the public, 
farmers and ranchers wrould 
like 
some 
kind 
of 
explanation as to w"hy the 
department sits on its hands 
while they have to sell their 
calves for less than half the 
cost 
of 
production," 
McGovern said. 
Rep. Spark M. Matsunaga. 
D-Hawaii, said the depart­ 


ment "has lost touch with 
reality. They’ll be a laughing 
stock." 
A draft of the tent show 
plan, 
obtained 
by The 
Associated Press, showed its 
objectives included: 
—"Communicate 
to 
citizens in major metro 
markets the facts about 
today's food situation, why 
food is a bigger bargain here 
than anywhere in the world 


—“To give citizens an 
opportunity to ask questions 
and voice complaints, thus 
giving useful feedback to 
USD A. 
—"To instill in the public a 
greater confidence in the 
department, to strengthen 
the 
department's 
credibility." 
Rep Benjamin S. Rosen­ 
thal. D-N.Y., said it w^as an 
"outrageous idea" and that 


USDA had used the line 
about Americans paying less 
for food than people in other 
countries for many years. 
Rep. W. R. Poage. D-Tex.. 
chairman of the House 
Agriculture 
Committee, 
commented. "Well, it's not 
the kind of thing that would 
occur to me. I don’t want to 
condemn it. Neither do I 
want to endorse it without 
knowing m ore." 


The plan was divised by 
Steven Laine. a consultant to 
Butz and recently desig­ 
nated as USDA chief of 
public relations. His memo 
said the project should be 
launched within 30 days 
because "timing is essential 
to establish a bettter image. 
Laine’s memo said an 
"audio-visual" 
display 
wnuld tell about the coun­ 
try's food and farm history 


from the first Thanksgiving 
of the pilgrims to this fall’s 
harvest. 
"For maximum emotional 
impact, all audio will be 
musical rather than verbal, 
ranging from a hymn of 
thanksgiving as the pilgrims 
bow heads over their first 
harvest to ‘America TTie 
Beautiful' as the best of this 
year's crop stands for har­ 
vest." the memo said.

do for your art is to give it 
proper environment." 
Anyone with a big invest­

solvent in paint sprays has a 
slow evaporation process, 
but. the sprayed pain! mus! 
be removed quickly before it 
solidifies." They used rags 
and a mild solvent to remove 
it. 
Most museums are too 
busy to take on outside con­ 
servation work, she advised. 
They 
are 
continually 
engrossed 
in 
preserving 
their own collections and 
space is limited. At the 
Museum of Modern Art they 
do not have room for all their 
great art works. But most 
museums can provide the 
names of qualified local con­ 
servators. 
Conservators 
must be chosen carefully, 
she cautions. “Many who 
call 
themselves 
conser­ 
vators are not. Competent to 
do the work, and they may 
unintentionally ruin a paint­ 
ing.” 
Conservation work is not 
without its intrigue. Miss 
Volkmer has been having 
great fun. with a Jota. Peto 
painting. It seems that a 
while back people * began 
changing Peto s signature to 
that of William Harnett, 
whose paintings comman­ 
ded a higher price, and 
whose fool-the-eve still-life 
style was similar to Peto’s. 
“A man named Alfred 
Frankenstein on the San

World Football League tem­ 
porarily without a base in 
the

itself fighting to slay alive, 
trying to keep a step ahead 
of creditors in a wild game of 
musical 
chairs. 
League 
Commissioner Gary David­ 
son said the 
WFL was 
solvent, even though it has 
had to assume control of 
three of its 12 franchises in 
the past two weeks. But he 
said it was possible the 
bankrupt Detroit franchise 
would have to be dropped 
Detroit, 
its 
head held 
above the water by league 
financing for the past two 
weeks, said in its bankrupt­ 
cy petition it had liabilities 
of $2 5 million. $1 million of 
which reportedly is owed to 
the league itself. 
A week ago. another rich 
area was abandoned when 


the league assumed control 
of the Houston franchise and 
moved it to Shreveport. On 
Wednesday 
the 
league 
announced it was awarding 
that franchise to a banker in 
Shreveport. 
Earlier this week the WFL 
took over the Jacksonville 
franchise, 
and 
on 
Wed­ 
nesday Davidson delivered 
to the players on that team 
the first paychecks they've 
seen in five weeks. He said 
he did not pay them all they 
money they’re owed, but 
said they would get it 
“Our losses exceeded $2 
million." said Howard L. 
Baldwin, president of the 
New York team, blaming the 
transfer 
on 
inadequate 
stadium facilities. The Stars 
have played seven home 
games 
in the poorly-ap- 
p o i n t e d 
and 
dimly-lighted 
Downing 
Stadium 
on 
Randalls 
Island. 
They 
drew 
4.220 
for 
Tuesday night's game again­ 
st Detroit. In seven home 
games the Stars attracted 


only 75.017. less than the 
crowd that watches an Ohio 
State game on one Saturday 
afternoon 
Gary Davidson, the WFL 
commissioner, 
was 
not 
present at the latest fran­ 
chise shift, announced in a 
New York hotel, but he for­ 
warded an optimistic com­ 
ment from his base in New­ 
port Beach. Calif. 
“We plan to come back to 
New York for the 1976 .season, 
when 
Yankee 
Stadium 
renovation 
will 
be conv 
” he said. 


Upton Bell, son of the late 
National Football League 
commissioner Bert Bell and 
acting president of the new 
Charlotte team, insisted that 
New York was not being 
abandoned as a WFL site. 
“ New York is the corner­ 
stone of every major sports 
operation,’' he said. “The 
No. 1 concern of the league is 
to remain in New York but it 
was impossible to do so with 
the

stadium 
facilities.

"Whether or not there are 
official national shortages of 
fuel this winter, you can be 
sure there will be shortages 
in the fuel tanks, the stoves 
and the furnaces of the poor 
and elderly." said Alvin J. 
Arnett, former director of

Office 
of 
Economic 
Opportunity. 


Arnett and other members 
of a panel on the impact of 
rising energy costs on older 
Americans said that without 
subsidies, many will be for­ 
ced to make cruel choices 
between such necessities as 
food and warmth. 
Arnett 
cited 
expected 


increases in fuel prices ol 
from 100 to 400 per cent 
Although 
the 
price 
increases 
will 
hit 
all 
Americans, the elderly and 
other low-mcome persons 
will be hardest hit because 
they pay a higher percen­ 
tage of their income for 
energy, said Sen. Lawton 
Chiles. D-Fla , who presided 
at the hearing. 
•’The elderly and other 
low-income persons pay 14 
per cent of their income for 
energy, according to a Ford 
Foundatin study not yet 
published.” he said. ‘'This 
compares with 4 per cent 
paid 
by 
other 
income 
groups.” 
S. David Freeman, direc­ 
tor of the Ford Foundation 
Energy 
Policy 
Project, 
noted that the poor and the 
elderly have little leeway in 
their use of energy.

The 
virtues of insulation are 
cited by the Federal Housing 
Administration in imposing 
new "m inim um property 
standards" specifying the 
p e r m is s ib le 
heat 
loss 
through walls. The standar­ 
ds require double glazing on 
all windows in cold weather 
areas. 
For the owners of older 
homes, the FHA rules will 
n e c e s s i t a t e 
s o m e 
rem odeling 
to bring the 
dwelling’s insulation up to 
standards. 
In a house with efficient 
insulation, fuel costs can be 
reduced by choosing the 
right windows. Wood win­ 
dows such as ponderosa pine 
units with insulating glass in 
a fully insulated house can 
save an additional 30 percent 
of the remaining heat loss 
and lower the owner’s fuel 
costs by an equal amount. 
A typical, well-insulated 
1,400 square-foot home in the 
Chicago area with 16 win­ 
dows and a heating season of 
6.600 degree days serves to 
illustrate what energy con­ 
servation m eans to the 
homeowner in savings on 
heating costs using different 
fuels. 
If the windows are single 
pane glass in aluminum sash 
without a specific thermal 
barrier, the cost for heating 
with gas would be $289. With 
wood sash and insulating 
glass, the cost drops to $201. 
For oil. the cost would be$34 
against $242 and with elec­ 
tric heat. $407 and $283. 
Y early savings on wocd 
sash and insulating glass, 
over alum inum sash without 
a specific thermal barrier 
and single glazing are $88 
with gas. $107 with oil and 
$124 with electric heat. 
These figures were com­ 
piled when fuel prices were 
lower. Now that the price of 
fuel is increasing, the most 
effective way to realize cost 


savings is through the use of 
quality wood frame windows 
with insulating glass. 
Insulating glass — two 
panes with an insulating air 
space between—is standard 
in pon d ero sa pine 'units, 
which have factory-applied 
weatherstripping to reduce 
fuel wasting air infiltration. 
The use of insulating glass 
also eliminates the need for 
separate storm sash. 
Stock wood windows can 
be purchased a t local home 
centers or building supply 
dealers in a variety of styles
